ngley, who interviewed Oswald, and FBI Agent James P. Hosty, 
who was in charge of his case at the time of the assassination, 
** also testified before the Commission. All declared, in subsuinee, 
wr ( >swald was not an informant or agent of the FBI, that he did not 
t. r in any other capacity for the FBI, and that no attempt was made 
* r ,*cruit him in any capacity.™ Director Hoover and each Bureau 
jt nt, who according to the FBI would have been responsible for or 
!»r* cf any attempt to recruit Oswald as an informant, have also 
ided the Commission with sworn affidavits to this effect.™ Di- 
• «-,or Hoover has sworn that he caused a search to be made of the 
>H;nrrls of the Bureau, and that the search discloses that Oswald “was 
Mvr an informant of the FBI, and never assigned a symbol number 
» hat capacity, and was never paid any amount of money by the 
HI in any regard.’’ rT0 This testimony is corroborated by the Com- 
usmon's independent review of the Bureau files dealing with the 
iswald investigation. 
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
